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Palmers put derelict village pub on market 


Protesters question brewery's motives 


CAMPAIGNERS in Toller 
Porcorum are questioning 
the integrity behind a deci¬ 
sion by Palmers Brewery 
to slap a £175,000 price tag 
on the village’s derelict 
pub. 

Members of SOS Toller 
Porcorum Save Our Old 
Swan group have ques¬ 
tioned Palmers’ intentions 
by suggesting the pub is 
only going on the market 
to stave off a compulsory 
purchase order. 

The pub goes to auction 
in December, at a guide 
price that reflects the find-

ings of recent valuations 
by three independent li¬ 
censed property market 
specialists. 

However, the true cost of 
reopening the pub could 
top half a million pounds 
after a surveyor’s report 
suggested it would take 
around £300,000 to bring 
the building back up to 
modern trading standards. 

The building, which 
comes with a 999-year 
lease and covenant, has to 
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remain a pub/restaurant; it 
comes after the SOS group 
ignored Palmers offer of 
five years free rent. 

The pub has been the 
topic of a decade’s hot de¬ 
bate with efforts to rein¬ 
state the pub involving 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, Palmers Brewery and 
at least two campaign 
groups. 

John Palmer, managing 
director of Palmers Brew¬ 
ery, said the decision was 
made because it was time 
to move matters on, 
adding: “If the community 
don’t want to rent the pub, 
then here is a chance to 
buy it.” 

An SOS group statement 
said: “Palmers are now 
putting The Old Swan up 
for auction, giving any 
prospective buyer just a 
few weeks to do their ‘due 


diligence’ and raise the 
necessary funds. 

“They are also putting off 
any prospective buyer by 
telling them that it is unvi- 
able as a public house, and 
attaching a price tag which 
is more than three times 
the realistic value of The 
Old Swan as a business. 

“The SOS Toller Busi¬ 
ness Plan demonstrates 
clearly that the pub is more 
than viable. 

“It would seem obvious 
that it is going on the mar¬ 
ket to stave off compulsory 
purchase. 

“The game afoot is to en¬ 
sure that there will be no 
bids but if there are, they 
will not meet the reserve. 

“When this comes to 
pass, no doubt West Dorset 
District Council will be ap¬ 
proached for planning per¬ 
mission for change of use. 

“Unless and until WDDC 
uses its powers under the 
Compulsory Purchase Act 


2004, communities such as 
Toller Porcorum will never 
be able to protect their her¬ 
itage and economic well¬ 
being.” 

A recent WDDC backed 
survey found the pub unvi- 
able for reopening because 
essential modernisation 
costs outweighed the likely 
value of the business. 

Mr Palmer said: “Plan¬ 
ning policy as it currently 
stands in West Dorset 
would make it very diffi¬ 
cult for the building or the 
site to be used for any 
other purpose than the 
original one as a pub. 
Hence why it is being of¬ 
fered for sale as a pub, 
even though it is not viable 
for Palmers to re-open it. 

“It will also ensure the 
building will remain as a 
pub, which is what the 
community want. 

“We are offering the Old 
Swan for sale to give the 
widest opportunity for it to 
reopen as a pub.”

John Grantham from 
pressure group Community 
Alert on Pubs and Hotels 
and their Closures, said 
property agents Chesterton 
Humberts’ guide price (to 
include £300,000 renova¬ 
tion) of effectively 
£475,000 was: “Just so to¬ 
tally strange that I am in 
any event still just utterly 


lost for words.” 

Chairman of Toller Por¬ 
corum Parish Council, 
David Ennals said: “The 
position of Toller Porco¬ 
rum Parish Council is that 
we support the work of 
SOS Toller Save The Old 
Swan Group and we are 
appalled that Palmers have 
been happy to leave the 


Old Swan pub in a derelict 
state for 12 years.” 

Over the years Palmers 
has sold a number of its 
pubs, including The Fish¬ 
erman’s Arms, The Lon¬ 
don Inn (on the A35 just 
before you get to 
Chideock) and The Trav¬ 
ellers Rest (on the A35 
above Askers well).

SHOCKED animal lovers in Bridport fear it’s just a 
matter of time before one of their cats is killed after a 
series of attacks on their pets. 

Neighbours Fee Jeanes and Emma Buller, of West 
Allington, have seen their pets return home drenched 
- and, in some cases, limping - 13 times in the past six 
weeks, and fear that someone may be dropping their 
pets 20 feet into the nearby River Brit. 

Miss Buller also recently stopped two young girls 
from throwing her pet into the river after witnessing 
them comer and grab her one-year-old cat Sam. 

“They carried him to the edge of the riverbank and 
that’s when I shouted at them,” she said. 

“I managed to shock them and the cat scrambled 
away. They told me they were just playing with the 
cats but I think they may have seen a grown up do it 
and were trying to copy them. 

“There are lots of different measures to get rid of cats 
but there is no need to do that to them. People need to 
realise that these are our pets and they are loved.” 

Mrs Jeanes first contacted the RSPCA after her two- 
year-old cat Chilli returned home wet for the fifth 
time. 

“When I spoke to the RSPCA they were really con¬ 
cerned,” she said. 

“They are fairly sure that someone is dropping him 
in there, and it’s a 20 foot drop. It’s becoming more 
frequent and it seems to happen mainly at the week¬ 
ends. 

“That river will be fast flowing in a few months time 
and he won’t get out. I’m disgusted by it, its totally 
cruel to a defenceless animal which can’t help itself.” 

Ms Buller is now so concerned she is afraid to let her 
3-month-old kitten leave the house. 

“They are either going to end up getting hurt because 
it’s too shallow or being washed away because the 
river’s too strong,” she said. 

“I am not letting my kitten Lola even leave the house 
now. She is still a bit young at the moment but she will 
soon want to go outside and I can’t risk it.” 

The RSPCA admitted that cases like this were not 
uncommon and also expressed concern that the attacks 
may have been filmed.

An RSPCA spokesperson said: “If anyone does have 
any information then we urge them to contact the po¬ 
lice or the RSPCA. It is very cold at the moment and 
we are very concerned about the possibility of the cats 
being thrown into the river. 

“Sadly we do see this kind of thing happening from 
time to time and we have seen animals fished out of 
the water when they have been deliberately drowned 
or when a nasty prank has gone wrong. 

“We also can’t rule out any kind of “happyslap” in¬ 
cident either where someone may have filmed it on 
their mobile phone.” 

PC Scott McGregor of Bridport Police added: “I will 
be liaising with the RSPCA and if any information or 
suspect is identified they will be dealt with robustly. 
Causing unnecessary suffering to an animal is a seri¬ 
ous offence and a crime.”

Parents run it for PICU 


THE parents of a young 
baby that almost died 
but for the skills and ex¬ 
pertise of the Paediatric 
Intensive Care Unit 
(PICU) at Southampton 
Hospital have raised 
over £1,000 for the unit 
by taking part in the 
Great South Run in 
Portsmouth on Sunday. 

Julia and Julian May 
together with Julia’s 
twin brother Daniel 
Broom were part of 
23,000 runners who 
took part in the 10 mile 
race around a course 
that took in the naval 
base and finished with a 
two mile run along 
Southsea seafront. 

Luke May was just six 
weeks old when he was 
diagnosed with a con¬ 
genital diaphragmatic 
hernia and rushed to the 
hospital where a life 
saving operation was 
performed. 

He subsequently had 
nine other major opera¬ 
tions in the next six 
months including the re¬ 
moval of his right lung. 

Last year Julia and Ju¬ 
lian were keeping a vigil 
at Luke’s bedside so 
were unable to take part 


to show their apprecia¬ 
tion, but with Luke fi¬ 
nally home after a year 
in hospital although still 
under the consultant’s 
and needing constant 
care, they were able to 
take part in this year’s 
run. 

Daniel, who ran last 
year and raised over 
£3,000 for the unit, was 
first home in a time of 
1:23.01 beating last 
year’s time by 5 and a 
half minutes and finish¬ 
ing just outside the first 
3,000 home and 900 
places higher than his 
first attempt. 

Julia and Julian were 
delighted to finish in¬ 
side their target time of 
1 hour 40 minutes. 

Julia said: “We feel 
very privileged to do it 
this year, not just to 
show our immense grat¬ 
itude to the PICU staff, 
but also as a tribute to 
our amazing son who 
has taught us never to 
give up no matter how 
difficult the circum¬ 
stances. 

“We have absolutely 
no doubt that if it had 
not been for the skill 
and expertise of the 


PICU team, Luke would 
not be here today. We 
owe his life to them. 

“During our stay they 
became like a family to 
us and their profession¬ 
alism and hard work 
never ceased to amaze 
us. 

“Many children would 
not survive without the 
state of the art equip¬ 
ment that PICU have 
and some of this is 
bought by Friends of 
PICU funds. 

“In addition they pro¬ 


vide simple comforts 
such as rocking chairs, 
blankets and clothes 
which help parents feel 
as 'normal’ as possible 
in what will probably be 
the most horrific situa¬ 
tion they will ever find 
themselves in.”

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Pub roof has lucky escape 

A S YMONDSBURY landlord has spoken of his lucky escape after the thatch 
roof of his pub caught alight. Dorset Fire and Rescue Service were called to 
The Ilchester Arms public house last week after an eagle-eyed employee no¬ 
ticed the fire. 

Quick thinking and rapid response by emergency officials, who were there 
within seven minutes of the call, meant the pub sustained only superficial dam¬ 
age and was open for business again later that day. 

Landlord Michael Rawles said: “We were in the throws of lighting the fire, 
when somebody went outside and noticed it, then he told a girl inside and she 
called the fire brigade. 

“We were lucky it was noticed and that we had people here at the time; it 
could have been worse. It wasn’t a chimney fire in this case. 

“I want to make that clear, everybody thinks that as soon as there is a fire. 

“If I had to make an assumption I think a piece of paper floated out of the 
chimney and landed on the thatch. 

“We are putting provisions to counter act anything like this happening again. 
We are not going to light paper at all now.” 

Crews from Bridport, Charmouth, Beaminster and Lyme Regis attended the 
fire, which affected approximately two metres square of the thatch roof. 

Crews used one hose reel jet and a ladder to extinguish the fire. 

Station Manager Dave Myers, who attended the incident said: “It’s that time 
of year when we all start lighting fires to keep warm. If you have an open fire, 
please look after your chimney by getting it swept properly and regularly. 

“We would also remind people to make sure they are using the correct the 
fuel for any open fire and not using fuel or wood that has been left in storage 
over the summer period.” 



Skating into the history books 

A SKATER from Bridport has gone down in charity history 
after completing a 1,500-mile trip across Europe in aid of 
the Meningitis Trust. 

Rob Hanson, 22, along with friends Ben Hall and Zoltan 
Nagy, travelled from Norway to Britain in 43 days and 
raised £5,500 for the charity. 

Rob and his friends dreamt up the challenge after one of 
their skating friends nearly died from meningitis last year. 

The course took the skaters from Norway to France, pass¬ 
ing through Denmark, Germany, Holland and Belgium on 
the way. 

Rob is no stranger to endurance skating, last year he fin¬ 
ished the Goodwood Roller Marathon in a time of 1:53:49, 
the second fastest in the world for a longboard marathon, 
and this year skated 148 miles in a day, the second furthest 
distance ever by a UK skater. 

Despite his experience Rob admitted this latest trip was 
his biggest challenge to date. 

Over the trip Rob received hospital treatment for cuts to 
his back and hands, destroyed a pair of shoes and had to 
deal with severe weather conditions whilst skating on 900 
metre climbs. 

Writing on his blog, Mr Hanson said: "The trip was epic 
and absolutely exhausting, both mentally and physically. 
For all the fantastic moments which I remember now there 
were far more awful ones, which just makes the trip more 
worthwhile." 

Despite the many highs and lows of the trip Rob is now 
planning next year's endurance trip across New Zealand. 

Jo Campbell, community development officer for the 
MeningitisTrust Bridport, said:"Rob's challenge is certainly 
one that will go down in Trust history, as no one has taken 
on a challenge like this before. As we are completely reliant 
on voluntary donations, support like this helps us to con¬ 
tinue our much-needed work. I would like to express my 
sincere thanks to the team for their efforts."

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Hearse leads protesters in anti-cuts march 


A SYMBOLIC hearse led protesters through Dorch¬ 
ester to herald a new age of austerity which will see 
cuts made to public services and jobs in the next five 
years. 

An undertaker led around 70 Unison members and 
public sector workers through the streets immortalised 
by the Tolpuddle Martyrs in protest of the funding cuts 
imposed on Dorset County Council in the govern¬ 
ment’s comprehensive spending review. 

Although the true cost to Dorset County Council em¬ 
ployees has not been finalised it is understood a num¬ 
ber of posts will be axed to plug an anticipated £48.6 
milli on funding shortfall. 

Initial job losses will come through natural turnover, 
internal redeployment and careful management of va¬ 
cancies, before redundancies are made. 

Highways and transport, the library service, street¬ 
lights and youth services will bear the brunt of the 
cuts, although other areas are under review. 

Pam Jeffries, Unison Dorset County Branch Secre¬ 
tary said: “Many of the cuts identified so far would 
have been unthinkable a few years ago and this will 
only be the start. 

“Not only will these cuts affect our members work¬ 
ing in the public sector, this will have a devastating 
effect on the economy, not to mention the reduction 
and loss of services to the public of Dorset, and we 
believe this will put many vulnerable people at risk.” 

All areas of administration, publications, communi¬ 
cations, and a reduction of the overall number of coun¬ 
cil buildings is also being considered. 

Detailed plans predicting a funding gap of around 
£28 million will be discussed at a meeting of WDCC 
Cabinet members on November 3rd. Councillors and 
officers will then work on further savings options to 
present to the Cabinet in December. 

WDDC Leader Angus Campbell said that although 
preparations had been underway for the past 12 
months the current situation was still a tremendous

challenge. 

“Although we’ll undoubtedly have some difficult 
decisions to make over the next few months, our first 
priority is to maintain essential services and minimise 
service disruption. Forced change is also a clear op¬ 
portunity for us to develop new solutions. 

“Although we won’t know our final government 
grant total until January, we currently anticipate that 


we will have to find £48.6 million savings (17 per cent 
of our budget) - or more - over the next three years.” 

DCC is coming to the end of a three-year efficiency 
drive to save £8.6 million a year on their net budget 
of £278 million (after accounting for specific govern¬ 
ment grants and income from fees and charges). 

It has made further efficiency savings of around 
£22.4 million over the past six years. 

Individual funding allocations to councils will be 
made in the Local Government Finance Settlement, 
which is expected in early December.

How serious 
is pub sale? 

PALMERS have announced that they are to 
auction The Old Swan in December with a 
guide price of £175,000. 

This seems very expensive when you con¬ 
sider that it is an empty shell, having been 
completely stripped out 12 years ago and left 
to rot, whereas other pubs in West Dorset are 
for sale, fully equipped, for a third of that price. 

Indeed, there is a 16th century one, de¬ 
scribed as "roses round the door" very pictur¬ 
esque and with a very large garden, which is 
for sale at £140,000 - FULLY EQUIPPED AND UP 
AND RUNNING! 

How, then, can Palmers'"three valuers"come 
to a figure of £175,000 for a building which 
also needs, by Palmers'own surveyor's admis¬ 
sion, around £300,000 spent on it to bring it up 
to modern trading standards? This actually 
puts the price at £475,000! 

Just how serious is this sale? In the same 
press release, Palmers tells prospective buyers 
that the pub is not viable! So it seems the pub 
is unlikely to be sold at such a price. 

Call us cynical if you like, but this looks very 
much like a precursor of a further attempt to 
get change of use for development.

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Fire service issues warning on chimneys 


AFTER a spate of chimney fires 
over the weekend, Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service is reminding 
the public about chimney fire 
safety and how to avoid chimney 
fires at this time of year. 

As the weather gets colder, ob¬ 
viously people want to use their 
fires or woodburners to keep 
warm, but since the beginning of 
the year we have already been to 
numerous chimney fires. 

Between September and De¬ 
cember last year we attended 73 
chimney fires, increasing from 
66 for the same period in 2007. 

Prevention Delivery Manager, 
Station Manager Dave Myers, 
said: “Every year, as the weather 
starts to turn much colder, we see 
an increase in chimney fires. 

“In the last week alone we have 
been to six chimney fires which 
could all have been prevented if 
the right precautions were taken. 

“Having your chimney swept is 
vital. The function of sweeping 
the flue/chimney is to remove the 
deposits that build up. 

“By sweeping the flue/chimney 
it ensures that there is a clear and 
safe passage for the safe exit of 
combustion products, which are 
caused by the burning process. 
This lessens the chances of the 
chimney catching fire. 

The service has the following 
guidance for preventing chimney 
fires: 


• Keep chimneys and flues 
clean and well maintained - en¬ 
sure your chimney is swept reg¬ 
ularly;

Be on the lookout for fake charity collections 


RESIDENTS and visitors to West Dorset 
are being warned to check charity collec¬ 
tions are genuine. 

The district council grants permits for 
street and house-to-house collections and 
can say whether a collection is properly li¬ 
censed. 

The council’s licensing team also oper¬ 
ates a diary system to prevent genuine col¬ 
lections from clashing. 


“West Dorset District Council Leader 
Robert Gould said: “If people haven’t 
heard of the charity before, they should 
ask where the money is going before do¬ 
nating. They can also ask the collector to 
show the street collection permit issued by 
the district council.” 

The licensing team also licence charities 
that ask for donations of unwanted clothes 
by dropping bags through letterboxes. 


Once a properly licensed collection has 
taken place, the district council is told 
how much was collected and how much 
went to the good cause. 

Dorchester area Poppy Appeal co-ordi¬ 
nator Graham Rhys-Jones said: “We will 
start collecting from the end of October. 

“All our collectors will be wearing offi¬ 
cial collecting badges, however if anyone 
is unsure, then they should contact the dis¬ 


trict council. The money we collect goes 
to the Royal British Legion who give sup¬ 
port to veterans and their families. We 
hope that residents and visitors give to us 
with their usual generosity.”

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Bridport Library to offer 
residents energy monitor 


A SMALL gadget available from Brid- 
port’s library is set to help householders 
make big savings by altering the way 
they think about using energy. 

Residents can slash up to 15 per cent 
off their electricity bills by borrowing 
an energy monitor, for free, from the li¬ 
brary. 

Once connected to a meter the moni¬ 
tor will give an accurate reading of how 
much electricity is being used at that 
particular moment. 

In real terms it means residents can 
see exactly how much it costs to boil a 
kettle, run a bath or keep their house¬ 
hold lights on. 

Typically a monitor can help house¬ 
holders save up to £75 off a £500 elec¬ 
tricity bill by encouraging a change in 
energy use behaviour. 

West Dorset District Councillor Karl 
Wallace, who has campaigned for the 
introduction of the monitors said: “This 
is a wonderful step forward in helping 
families save money; it is long overdue 
but a step in the right direction. 

“I’d say to people, book early to get a 
monitor because people will be able to 
save money, by making it clear how 


much a kettle costs to boil for example. 

“People will save quite a lot of money. 
That said it’s taken the county council 
quite a while to get here, but in the fu¬ 
ture, as a county councillor, I will be 
pushing for all recycling projects to get 
going as soon as possible or to suitable 
conclusions quickly.” 

The scheme, which is being supported 
by Bridport Town Council and Transi¬ 
tion Town Bridport, began on Monday, 
October 25th. 

The scheme incorporates 11 libraries 
throughout Dorset, with monitors also 
available at library branches in Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth. 

Dorset County Council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, Robert Gould, 
said: “Libraries are at the heart of the 
community, offering much more than 
just books. 

“The energy monitor project will help 
people looking to reduce their energy 
consumption, whether to save money, 
shrink their carbon footprint, or both.”

A MOTOCROSS rider, back on his feet after breaking 
his back last month, has sent out a heartfelt thank 
you to friends, family and the emergency services. 

Ian Harvey, 45, had been riding alongside 19-year- 
old daughter Hazel when he crashed on the last 
jump of the day. 

Hazel, who had put her bike away and was prepar¬ 
ing to leave, rushed to her dad's aide and called the 
emergency services. 

Ian said: "I wish I'd put my foot down and gone 
back to the van and forgot about the jump but its 
one of those things. Hazel panicked having seen me 
pull my helmet off and ran down and shoved a 
jumper under my head and told me to stay still. 

"I would have tried to get up and if I did I could 
have been paralysed. Her level headedness stopped 
me from moving and kept me calm, which probably 
saved me from a worse situation." 

Hazel added: "My first thought was don't move. I 
knew it was quite bad but he was convinced he was 
fine, which he obviously wasn't. I couldn't really say 
what I was thinking because you just do it. I had 


done a bit of first aid training but nothing like that." 

Hazel cared for her dad until the emergency serv¬ 
ices arrived and then arranged for friends to help 
take their bikes home. 

"The emergency services were excel lent," said Ian. 
"The ambulance turned up and it was a bit awkward 
because I was in the middle of the track but they 
managed to get to me. They put me on a stretcher 
board and got me to the coastguard helicopter 
which took be to Dorset County Hospital where they 
were brilliant in A and E." 

Ian, who at first thought he was just severely 
winded, then discovered he had crushed and bro¬ 
ken vertebrae in his back. 

"When they say you've broken your back you im¬ 
mediately think paralysis,"said Ian. 

"I've been riding a bike for 39 years and this is the 
first really nasty result of an accident. I could feel my 
feet but when they told me I'd broke my back you 
could see it in my face. I've had some bloody great 
crashes and walked away from them and had a few 
injuries but nothing like this." 


Hazel added: "When I heard he had broken his 
back I thought I was going to be sick, it was quite a 
shock. He is doing brilliant now though, he's recov¬ 
ering really well." 

Six weeks on from the crash Ian is back home and 
is walking with the aide of a back brace, which he 
must wear for a minimum of 12 weeks. 

Ian also had special praise for the town's builders 
merchants who helped support his own construc¬ 
tion business after hearing of his accident. 

"I have to thank the builders merchants AJ electri¬ 
cal, Bridport Glass and Tile, Delta Building Supplies, 
Howdens Joinery and JC Phillips for being so caring 
and supportive in this situation. 

"They all said don't worry about money, don't 
worry about what's going on, we will all deal with 
that, and they did, and even now they still are." 

Ian also thanked friends Daniel and Kate O'Brien, 
Neil Forte, Gary Leighton, Chris Stephens, and re¬ 
served special praise for Daren Morgan and his wife 
Jude, who has been caring for him since the crash. 

Ian will have further x-rays this week to see if an 


operation is needed. He finished with a word of 
warning to fellow riders. 

"Use the rig ht kit," he said. "Don't get me wrong I've 
got all the right kit but I wasn't wearing it all. I didn't 
have a back brace, it wouldn't have stopped the 
crushing but it would have minimised it. We were 
just having a bit of fun but even then you have to be 
safe."

with people and trying to 
problem solve and trying 
to find out the cause of 
symptoms, rather than 
treat the symptom; I try 
to dig down under and 
find the cause,” she said. 

“If I cannot find out 
through the VEGA test 
then I need to look fur¬ 
ther to find the cause. It’s 
a complete holistic ap¬ 
proach to individual 
health issues really, and 
that can be a combination 
of emotional and physi¬ 
cal issues.” 

Abbigail explained the 
process by which she 
treats a patient: “First 
they come to me with a 
problem, then we usually 
discuss the range of 
symptoms, they may not 
be connected; for exam¬ 
ple they could come in 
with a headache which 
may be linked with irrita¬ 
ble bowel syndrome. 

“I ask when the 
headaches happen to try 
and find out whether it’s 
connected with food, if it 
happens when they eat, 
for example, and see 
what else the headache 
links in with. 

“Then we would look 
at dates and any possible 
link with food allergy or 
food sensitivity. I’m not 
just treating the symp¬ 
toms of headache. It’s 
like to trying to piece to¬ 
gether a jigsaw puzzle. 

“Then I work out a 
treatment strategy to find 
out what’s best for the 
client. Most people find 
they don’t need to come 
after then first visit be¬ 
cause most find out the 
problem in that one visit. 
But it’s very much condi¬ 
tion specific.” 

Of course some symp¬ 
toms are harder to pin¬ 
point. It is then Abbigail 
will either refer the pa¬ 
tients to other health care 
professionals or seek 
guidance from her father 
Edward Jackson. 

Having retired 10- 
years-ago, Abbigail’s fa¬ 
ther now acts as a 
consultant after a 40 year 
career as an osteopath, 
which he started after 
leaving the Royal Navy 
at the end of World War 
II. 

“I’m very proud of my 
daughter, she’s very 
clever,” Edward said, 
adding: “Now and again 
she asks a couple of 
questions, but of course 
now at my age I’ve for¬ 
gotten more than I re¬ 
member. 

“I got quite a reputation 



in Weymouth, people 
were coming to me for 
years and years and then 
they brought their chil¬ 
dren along.” 

Just like his daughter, 
Edward said the best part 
of his job was helping 
people. 

“I’ve had a happy life 
helping lots of people,” 
he said. “I’ve got a lot of 
pleasure helping people, 
an awful lot of pleasure.” 

He said he saw compli¬ 
mentary therapy as an¬ 
other arm of orthodox 
medicine, adding: “both 
medicines should pull to¬ 
gether, I’ve always felt 
this. One should help the 
other out. If I cannot help 
out I would recommend 
someone goes to a GP to 
get help.” 

It is easy to see when 
speaking to them both 
that a certain amount of 
Edward’s philosophy on 
medicine has rubbed off 
on his daughter. The pair 


even visited China to¬ 
gether to study the art of 
Acupuncture, some¬ 
thing Edward had been 
interested since he left 
the navy. 

And as father and 
daughter worked and 
learnt side by side so 
does mother and daugh¬ 
ter, with Jessica Fortune 
joining the family career 
path to start her own 
business offering mas¬ 
sages, Indian head mas¬ 
sage and reflexology 
after studying Swedish 
massage alongside her 
mother at Weymouth 
College. 

A former Dorchester 
County Hospital agency 
nurse, Jessica has only 
recently got involved 
with alternative medi¬ 
cine. 

She said: “It’s just an 
alternative to standard 
medicine I suppose. The 
massage is a great stress 
reliever. 


“I find it interesting, 
making a difference to 
people from all walks of 
life.” 

And so it’s just another 
member of the family 
finding simple joy in the 
complex world of re¬ 
lieving peoples stresses 
and strains. 

Abbigail sums up the 
process and delight of 
the continuing family 
career thread by saying: 
“Years ago if your father 
was a shoe maker you 
would be in the family 
business, but now days 
people really don’t tend 
to carry on, but I think 
the knowledge and 
skills that I’ve had 
passed on to me and 
what I can pass on to my 
daughter is just wonder¬ 
ful, it’s just wonderful 
that that knowledge can 
go on.”

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"Common Law Marriage" is an expression 
often heard in Dorset and elsewhere 


T here is a generally accepted view that if people live 
together for a certain period of time (usually 6 
months or 2 years) that relationship becomes a 
"Common Law Marriage" which confers all the benefits of 
a "Real" marriage. This is not correct, no matter how long 
people live with their partner, if they do not marry then 
there is no marriage, common law or otherwise. This can 
have a big impact in the event of separation. 

If the couple are married then on divorce the starting 
point for the division of assets, including the shared home, 
is 50% no matter whether the home is held in the parties 
joint names or just one party's name. However, if the par¬ 


ties are not married and the property is held in one party's 
name the other party may struggle to receive anything 
from the property even if they have contributed financially 
throughout the relationship. Various cases have been be¬ 
fore the court and where one party, usually the woman, 
has been unable to prove that she has contributed towards 
the mortgage she has been rendered homeless once the 
children, if any, no longer require care. To avoid this situa¬ 
tion it would be wise for anybody considering living with 
another to have a cohabitation agreement drawn up and 
Blackburn & Co are able to help with this.

At the very 
least we should have a goodly contingent of people in Dorset ready to go and do bat¬ 
tle on behalf of the much loved hedgehog.

A NEW survey by RoadPilot has 
found that nearly half of UK mo¬ 
torists claim to have reduced their 
average speed in the past 12 
months, with concerns over rising 
fuel costs - rather than the presence 
of speed cameras and other traffic 
enforcement measures - cited as 
the main reason for the change. 

The British firm, which is Europe's

In addition, the vast majority 
(86 per cent) of motorists said that 
fuel efficiency and emissions were 
quite or very important when buy¬ 
ing a car. 

"The cost of filling up seems to be 
a more effective deterrent to speed¬ 
ing for most drivers than the possi¬ 
ble risk of incurring a speeding fine," 


commented James Flynn OBE, CEO 
of RoadPilot. "Driving remains an es¬ 
sential part of life for many people 
in the UK, but clearly motorists are 
feeling the pinch at present and are 
doing whatever they can to reduce 
their monthly outgoings. 

"It appears that motorists are put¬ 
ting their own driving techniques 
under greater scrutiny than ever be¬ 
fore, and as a result their average 
speeds have started to come down, 
which can only benefit road safety.

Autumn driving: don't 'leaf' anything to chance, says I AM 


The I AM (Institute of Ad¬ 
vanced Motorists) has called 
for drivers to take extra care 
in the riskier driving condi¬ 
tions of autumn. 

1AM Chief Examiner Peter 
Rodger said: "Autumn may 


be a beautiful time for a 
drive out to the country, but 
it carries its own risks. 

"Hitting a patch of wet 
leaves can be as dangerous 
as running into standing 
water, when lower grip can 


reduce braking and steering. 
Piles of leaves could be ob¬ 
scuring a pot hole, and with 
road surface conditions in a 
poor state after last winter, 
this is a distinct possibility." 

The change in the seasons 


can also take its toll on your 
car. Mr Rodger offers some 
simple tips on maintaining 
your car during this period: 

Clear out plenum cham¬ 
bers - the tray-like area 
under the bonnet, below

A SUPERB victory over league leaders 
Braintree Town was soured by a dreadful 
display by the match officials and some 
shameful playacting by the visitors which 
saw the dismissal of both Steve Devlin and 
substitute Harry Nodwell, who was warm¬ 
ing up on the touchline. 

Braintree,'The Iron', came to The Avenue 
Stadium having won eight of their eleven 
Blue Square Bet South matches this cam¬ 
paign having only conceded four goals this 
campaign, none of them away from home. 
However it was Dorchester who looked like 
the table toppers, and such was their dom¬ 
ination that keeper Simon Evans only had 
one save to make. 

With just 14 fit players in the squad, man¬ 
ager Ashley Vickers was forced to name 
himself among the substitutes which also 
included under-18 captain Connor Flood. 

There were worried looks on the home 
bench therefore when skipper Scott Guyett 
fell to the ground in the first minute after a 
clash with Irons David Bryant. Fortunately 
after treatment he recovered to play a 
major part in the Magpies third victory in 
their last four league games which has 
reaped ten points. 

Danny Ings was a thorn in the Irons side 
all the match with his speed and trickery, 
and he set up Ryan Moss in the seventh 
minute for a shot from 25 yards that went 
wide of the left hand post. 

Unfortunately the game was spoilt by the 
performance of the referee Charles Break- 
spear whose inconsistency and poor deci¬ 
sion making ruined the game as a 
spectacle and only fuelled frustration in the 
players. 

Having twice spoken to Devlin in the first 
ten minutes for alleged fouls on the much 
taller Adam Bailey-Dennis who collapsed to 
the ground having been beaten fairly in the 
air, he booked MarkJermyn fora foul in the 
tenth minute. 

Soon after Braintree missed their one 
good chance in the match to score, when 
Kenny Davis failed to get a clean header on 
Nicky Symons' curling cross and the ball 
went wide of the far post. 

It didn't take long for the Magpies to find 
the target however when Kyle Critchell put 
them ahead on 14 minutes with a powerful 
near post header from Nick Crittenden's 
corner; the first goal Braintree had con¬ 
ceded away from home. 

Ings was the next player in the ref's book 
when he tangled with Symons who lunged 
at the ball, but escaped a caution. 

Crittenden, who appears to have finally 
shaken off his ankle injury gave a vintage 
display and was unlucky when on the half 
hour he cut between two defenders in a 
dazzling run but his cross was hacked clear. 

Critchell almost got a second in first half 
added time when his deft back header

Bailey-Dennis became the first visitor into 
Mr Breakspear's book three minutes after 
the resumption for a foul on Crittenden, 
and then remarkably turned down Brain¬ 
tree's claim for a penalty when Critchell ap¬ 
peared to bring down Jai Reason as he 
turned the defender.

Obituary 

BILL HOBBS 1925-2010 

ONE OF the best, and in many people’s eyes, the best 
goalkeeper to have ever played for Bridport, sadly died 
recently. 

Bill Hobbs who was 85 years old died on October 14th 
after a short illness. 

Bill was born on March 11th 1925 in Allington, Brid¬ 
port and attended the local school. 

By the age of thirteen he was up at 6am preparing the 
horses to pull the cart for his grandfather s coal business 
managed by his father. 

Already a talented goalkeeper he was chosen to repre¬ 
sent West Dorset Schools UN’s who lost 10-0 to 
Southampton in the English Schools Trophy. However 
despite such a heavy defeat Bill impressed the selectors 
with an excellent performance and was chosen the fol¬ 
lowing week to represent the county side. 

He worked for his father Arthur when he left school at 
fourteen, but when he died shortly after the business was 
taken over by Ralls Transport, for whom he continued to 
drive. 

He enlisted and joined the RAF in the Second World 
War where in 1943 he met a land girl, Gladys Gibbons 
from Willenhall, Wolverhampton, near RAF Cardington 
where he was based. 

Despite being posted to Germany, Bill was still able to 
play football, and was a member of H2 Group, playing 
alongside Bernard Joy who played for Arsenal and was 
the last amateur to play for England, to enlist 

In 1946 he was demobbed and immediately joined the 
Dorset Police Force. He also married Gladys and they 
settled in Bridport. They had two children, Stuart born 
in 1948 and a daughter Julie, five years later. 

Disillusioned by the police, he left after two years and 
returned to lorry driving, initially with Woolaways and 
then Bradfords, before joining Burt, Boulton and Hay¬ 
wood in 1955, with whom he was employed with for 35 
years until his retirement as yard foreman in 1990. 

Bill drove one of the first articulated lorries seen in 
Bridport, and he perfected his skills to such a level that 
he won the South- West area trials ofLorry Driver of the 
Year sponsored by the News of the World in 1961 and 
represented the area in the regional finals. 

Back in Bridport after the war he continued his football 
career, and made his debut for Bridport s first team at 
the beginning of the 1947-48 campaign, playing for them 
for 12 seasons, as well as continuing to keep goal for 
Dorset. 

Bill was a tall man with huge hands, and was well 
known for wearing his trademark flat cap in goal. His 
son Stuart followed in his father s footsteps, playing in 
goal for Bridport in the 1960’s, and carried on the tra¬ 
dition by wearing Bill s cap in the early part of his career. 

Among Bill s highlights was representing a Dorset Se¬ 
lect’ team that played Trinidad at Weymouth in 1953, 
where he and another player from Hamworthy were the 
only two amateurs in a team of professionals. 

He also kept goal for Bridport when they entertained 
Chelsea at the old Crown Ground in front of3,000 spec¬ 
tators in a match the First Division side won 4-1, and 
also played against the great Wilf Mannion who was 
making his debut for Poole Town in 1955 after an illus¬ 
trious career with Middlesbrough and England. 

A fearless keeper, his son Stuart said: “I have a recol¬ 
lection of dad playing in a cup final at Blandford against 
Swanage where he saved a penalty but was knocked out 
by the forward following up as he dived to block his 
shot. ” 

Football was not Bill s only passion, although it con¬ 
sumed a lot of his time. His hobbies included breeding 
canaries and budgies and he also liked gardening. He 
was also a keen skittler and was maybe the last member 
of the original Crazy Gang. He also played for the Alli¬ 
gators. 

Bill Hobbs was well respected, and will be remembered 
by so many as a polite, unassuming gentleman as well 
as a great goalkeeper. 

He leaves a widow Gladys, and children Stuart and 
Julie. His funeral was held last Monday (25th) at St John 
the Baptist’s Church, Symondsbury.
